if the tense situation, generated by the taking of the American hos- 
tages, contributed to the unpublicized method and speed with which 
the publisher withdrew Roosevelt's book. 


ADDENDUM 
Countercoup II - by Nikki K. Keddie 


After reading the excellent detective work by Gallagher and Wil- 
son, | thought it might be interesting to add some further points 
about Countercoup, coming mainly from off-the-record interviews with 
involved or informed parties in Washington, D.C. in 1980. Several 
persons noted that Roosevelt has a bad memory, which adds toa 
problem I noted when reading the book: that he often changes peo- 
ple's names and circumstances, sometimes saying he is doing so and 
sometimes not. Thus, one American scholar who worked with the CIA, 
Joseph Upton, is identified by his own name; while another who, Roo- 
sevelt says, inadvertently gave him important information, is given a 
fictitious name and university (Yale, instead of another Ivy League 
university). Roosevelt badly confuses the identities of the Iranians 
who worked with him and what they did — whether for protection, or 
because of a bad memory, or a combination of both. 

His least credible statement — believed by none of the informed 
parties | talked to — was his low expense figure for the coup, which 
might conceivably have covered his own direct payments, but not 
possibly similar payments by others (which existed, though he seems 
to believe they did not), or other expenses of the mission. Amir 
Saikhal's Rise and Fall of the Shah quotes Loy Henderson as saying 
the coup cost several million dollars, and most of the people | talked 
to in Washington considered this a likely figure. 

All agreed that Roosevelt exaggerated his personal role in the 
coup, in noting that he was carrying out instructions of the Washing~ 
ton and London-based leaders of intelligence organizations. In addi- 
tion, some people who were involved claim that Roosevelt was not 
even the highest-involved American in Iran but was, whether he knew 
it or not, outranked in the operation by another American, now dead. 
This jibes badly with another story told by Roosevelt to some of those 
who interviewed him (but not in his book): that after the failure of 
the first coup attempt, he got orders from Washington not to try 
again right away, but decided to ignore them. In any case, Counter- 
coup, for all its apparent candor, is not the last word on the subject.
